This wWord was rectived to-day by letter 
by Mrs. George Brown of Tacoma, mother 
of Bélmore Browne, Prof. Patker’s com- 
panion, The letter, which- was dated 
April 15, said that at the time:the party 
were on the summit. They dad but little 
difficulty, and would reach Cook Inlet on 
their way out before July 1. 

Important geographical disceveries, in- 
cluding a new route to the peak, and two 
new glaciers -were réported by Browne. 

The letter was sent to Faitbanks by @ 
prospector. from Glacier City, a mining 
camp which Prof. Parker visited. after 
leaving the mountain to obtain provis- 
ions and send out mail. All the members 
of -the pafty,. including the professor, 
were reported in the best of health. 

Browne wrote that Ahe passes used in 
the expedition were much easier than 
those discovered on previous expeditions. 

Prof. Parker and Browne left Seattle in 
January. Twice before the party attempt- 
ed to 'scalé the peak and failed.. The start

Prof. Parker left Brooklyn Jan. 12 to 
make his third attempt to reach the top 
of Mt. McKinley. He first attempted to 
scale the mountain in 1905 with Dr: Cook, 
whose story of having accomplished the 
feat alone he never credited.

The contest was not a remarkable one 
to watch. Klaus, despising all the finer 
arts; hammered with all his might from 
close range. Carpentier, cooler ,and 
more, skillful, “began to, get. the upper 
hand in the fighting in the third round 
arid* iniflicted a ‘great deal of punish- 
ment’on Kiaus’s body. 

In the fourth’ round Klaus was lead- 
ing, and in the fifth he forced the tight 
at a great pace and struck the French- 
man on the chin... Carpentier went 
down for three seconds.. When he rose 
hé was groggy and ran in and put-his 
arms arotnd’ Klaus. 
not: disengage him: ‘Klaus tried hard 
to get'in a knock-out blow, but was un- 
successful.

tier “boxed “very warily. In the 
nie ith» he had completely recovered.

Klaus.strenuously fought to. disengage, 
and. in. bringing .the full force of his 
body to bear. jolted Carpentier under 
the chin several. times.

Prof. Millet Gives Out Founda⸗ 
tion Head’s Private Statement 
to Norman Hapgood 


AND ATTACKS HIS ACTION 


Dr. Pritchett'’s Refusal to Answer 
Questions Makes it Necessary, He 
Says, to Make All. Facts Public. 


Prof. Dickinson 8. Miller of Columbia 
University,“ who in a letter to THz Times 
@ week ago last Monday raised a cuéstion 
as to the sincerity’ of the Carnegie l*cun- 
dation in dealing with the application of 
Woodrow Wilson fet a pension on resign- 
ing the Presidency 62! Princeton Univer- 
sity, made. this -statement to Tue NEw 
York Timps yesterday: 

“I think it is always a -pity to say 
that some one makes misstateménis with- 
out telliing what any of them are. - Presi- 
dent Pritchett had been invited/hy Tue 
Times to telegraph his cOMment at their 
expense, A Summary, reached him on 
Thursday, and he saw the whole article 
on Saturday. This odious business forces 
me to say that Mr. Pritchett“has made 
misstatements,and I -shalb tell exactly in 
what. they .consist. 

“ His reply repeats-by implication the 

whole ‘baseless .accusation agalfist Gov. 
Wilson that he applied for a pen:ion not 
intended.for such as he. It puts, him 
among. /a multitude of applicants who 
have aspired beyond their due. and have 
had to be refused, even when met ‘in the 
most friendly _ spirit.’ * 
- “‘We cannot be content to leave the mat- 
ter here. hTe truth is that.Mr. \Wilson 
acted with irreproachable correctness, 
dignity, and good taate; that he was inet 
(whatever the ‘ spirit’) in an irregular 
ang unfriendly .manner, and that the un- 
friendly dealing went-so far that part ‘at 
least of the responsibility-for the publica- 
tion of this conffdéntial matter in »The 
New York Sun rests upon no less a per- 
son than the President of the Foundatign, 
Mr. Pritchett himself. This is proved 
by a letter of his own, addressed to the 
editor of Collier's Weekly, Mr. Norman 
Hapgood. 

Mr. Pritchett’s pregent reply and «the 
silence of the Executive Committee puts 
the matter in a pooner position. ere 
is a trusted -public leader assailed and 
injured throughout the country because 
of an application made to this committee 
which they. refused. . Their refusal itself 
puts a stamp of disapproval. on his act. 
The refusal has everywhere been: cited, 
even in the headlines of the first an- 
nouncement.. Is the —— deserved? 
Was the application dealt with - fairly? 
This has become a public question. So 
far as the people have been led.by the 
story to misjudge a-great public servant 
the people have been injured. Now the 
facts completely justify the man assailed. 
They should be told. Mr. Pritchnett de- 
clines ‘to tell them. But it —— that 
sufficient light is thrown upon them by 
his letter to Mr. Hapgood. It furnishes 
our only means of completely vindicat- 
ing an invaluable leader who has been 
shamefully attacked. 

Collier's Weekly, in an ‘admirably 
just article, bad .commented upon the 
use of official information influ- 
ence an important pubNe matter and 
upon the manner in which the informa- 
tion was published. it waw a_ signifi- 
cance in the choice of the newspaper 
which was the medium of publication. 
It did not profess to Know who amon 
the Trustees -was responsible, but “*sire 
to. limit its comment to the. responsible 
individuals, whoever they might be. {ft 
made no bitter reference to any of the 
Trustees. 

A Personal Letter. 


Thereupon. Mr. Pritchett writes to the 
editor, marking his letter ‘“ personal.” 
He, the President of the Foundation, 
gives’ a general account of the whole 
matter.. He. wishes, as: the letter shows, 
to’ influence what the editor publicly 
Says, but to remain himself out of sight. 
He hopes that the editor (as a second 
letter expressly mentions) will be led to 
“acquit” the Foundation in the matter 
in question. Now many of the state- 
ments of the letter are‘false. The effect 
it has by its very nature, so far as ac- 
cepted, is to mislead the}-public through 
the editor and confirm the false popular 
impression. of v. Wilson’s act; to mis- 
lead ‘the public and ‘escape the Tesponsi- 
bility: for doing so: If the deception was 
ntended (a point of which the reader 
may judge) the colossal carelessness of 
atatoment mdkes the writing of such a 
letter a reprehensible act. 

When a letter is itself a disguised piece 
of wrongdoing against the recipient and 
others, it has- not the ht to_expect 
the label. “‘ personal’”’ the —— 
not to print to prevent exposure when ts 
true character is detected. It has vio- 
lated the understanding on which cor- 
respondence rests.

> Dear Mr. Hapgood: I left’'New York about’ 
the first of December for Santa Barbara in 
order to recover’ from 4 seridus prolonged ill- 
ye Unfortunately I picked up en route @ 
ase of grip, and so ‘was in bed for some 
time after my arrival. I have only recently 
seen the newspaper comment upon the appli- 
cation of Gov. Wooirow- Wilson to the Car- 
negie Foundation for a. pension, and only 
to-day. saw for the first time the -editorial 
comment of Collier's of Dec. 80 containing 
the statement that the Trustees of the Fdun- 
dation had _ given out this information at this 
time in Grder to injure Mr, Wilsoti’s political , 
prospects. 

For a good many years I have made it a 
rule to make no reply to newspaper criticism, 
even whére the criticism is unjust or has 


been made from Jack of knowledge of: the 
facts. -It is wenérally better *for the layman 
to take his chastening in silence. I am 
sending you a personal statement of the facts 
in this matter because I haye been wounded 
in mpre than @ usual degree by such 4 
statement, but principally because of the ac- 
qua&intance I have had with you and Mr. 
Collier, and the attitude, of fair dealing for 
which I have always assumed that you stood. 

I will state first what was actually done 
by the officers and Executive Committee of 
the Foundation in regard to Mr. Wilson's 
application, and second'y what we know of 
the exploitation of the affair by the news- 
papers. 

The history of the matter begins reaily 
with the annual meeting of the Trustees in 
November, 1908.. At that meeting a resolu- 
tion was introduced empowering the com- 
mittee to make exceptions to the rule which 
fixed 65 years as the minimum retiring age 
for teachers, in the case of college Presiden:s 
who, in the judgment of the committee, were 
especially deserving ‘of such recognition. 
The resolution bad not come up in the usual 
way, through the Executive Committee, 
where it would have received careful discus- 
sion, and some of us had serious doubts as 
to its wisdom. We called attention to the 
fact that it bore the gee of legisla- 
tion in favor of a class, since the Trustees 

Were made up almost entirely of college Pres- 
idents. The resolution was, however, passed 
late in the meeting, after some further dis- 
cussion. It. was under this provision that 
President [sic] Wilson felt entitled to apply 
for .a pension. 

About the first of December of 1910 I re- 
ceived, as President of the Foundation, a let- 
ter from him making application. for a pen- 
sion. The letter was framed in such a way 
that it would have lent.‘itself, much more 
easily to newspaper exploitation than the 
much more formal. application. which was 
later submitted. 

For years I have been a friend of Wood- 
row Wilsen, and was disturbed at what 
seemed to me an unfortunate situation. De- 
siring .to serve him in every way, I imme- 
dia: took «train. to ton. 
sented to him fully, as friend a 
President of the Foundation, my views of the 
matter. First of all I stat frankly my ob- 
jections to granting a pension to a man of 
his age who was going ot of teachi into 
another vocation. Such. action furnished a 
precedent which I felt I could not, as Presi- 
dent of the Foundation, favor, and I was 
strongly of the opinion that the resolution 
of the trugtess had not contemplated such 
cases: It was no easy thing to say all this 
to a friend for whom you. would gladly Have 
done such a service had it seemed justifiable. 
I said to Wilson most frankly that I did not 
believe the Executive Committee would act 
favorably upon ‘such an application in the 
face of such objections as I had presented, 

In the second place, I urged upon Wilson 
the unwisdom of such an application from 
the standpoint of his political future. As 
strongly.as possible I stated my view that 
whether ‘such a pension were granted or not, 
his -political. opponents would ‘endeavor to 
make capital-out of. the-situation in which he 
placed hifmself in -maxing such a applica- 
tion: -For.all thess reasons I urged ‘him’ to 
withdraw the application. 

Finally I suggested that if be still.was de- 
cided to send in such ah application, ‘it 
should be done tn a brief, formal way.‘ I re- 
turned to him his first letter, and a few 
days; later. a formal application -was pre- 
sented and came before the Executive Com- 
mittee, by whom all such matters of detail 
are handied. 

The Executive Committee felt that. the ob." 
jections which I had voleed ‘were too grave 
to. be put aside. At the same time they 
were all personal friends of Wilson; they 
knew his financial situation, and they de- 
sired to give him a pension if it could be

ington that when Epmunps presided 
as President pro'tem. if the proceedings 
became dull, Taunmanw would draw his 
bandana from his pocket and flourish 
it without ostentation. At the signal 
Senator Epmunpg would surrender the 
chair to a substitute, and the two esti- 
mable statesmen would seek rest and 
reasonable refreshment in company. 

Thus the bandana also recalls Ep- 
MUNDS. In 1888, when THURMAN was 
candidate for Vice President on the 
Cleveland ticket, the Democrats used 
it as a campaign emblem. “Why 
should an emblem associated with two 
stanch and learned upholders of the 
Constitution be degraded now to the 
service of a miscellaneous gang who 
would tear. the Constitution to pleces 
and substitute for it the will of one 
violent man? The explanation is that 
the bandana represents the “plain 
people.” _ Nonsense; the plain people 
of these days do not carry colored 
handkerchiefs. | What fs more, the 
origin of the bandana is aristocratic, 
the name being a corruption of the 
Hindu word for silk, as the original 
bandana handkerchiefs were of silk. 

The bandana as the Roosevelt em- 
blem will, of course, cause unfortunate 
comparisons. Senator THURMAN Was a 
clear-headed man of plain speech.

THE CHECK COLLECTION CHARGE. 

There ought to be results from the 
agitation for the abolition of the ex- 
pense attending the collection of coun- 
try checks. The suggestion in Tx» 
Timms WEEKLY Financia, Revisw for 
country-wide free collections would be 
within sight of realization if the New 
York Clearing House would set the ex- 
ample of free collections for its mem- 
bers. For this there are the prece- 
dents, more or less exact, of Boston and 
London, and the pressure of a large and 
growing sentiment on the part of both 
banks and customers. of banks. The 
New York banks are influenced by the 
slipping away of deposits to banks at 
the present " discretionary points,” and 
the pressure of still other banks that 
wish exemption from the compulsory 
charge on inland exchange. The Con- 
necticut banks, for example, have of- 
fered to remit at par in New York ex- 
change for all items on the day that 
they are received for collection. That 
would tend to increase the deposits in 
New York for that purpose, just as the 
discretionary charge tends to expel de- 
posits from New York. 

The National Association of Credit 
Men at Boston last week passed reso- 
lutions proposing 
should be established between country- 
wide chains of Clearing Houses as part 
of the pending scheme of currency re- 
form. The pertinency of the proposal 
lies in the use of checks as currency for 
95 per cent, of all large business trans- 
actions. On much of the business of 
this sort the check collection charge 
acts like the deduction of a nickel or @ 
dime on dollar bills, which business 
would not endure. 

The London Clearing House three 
clearings, One is for its own members. 
Another is for Metropolitan clearings, 
corresponding somewhat to Greater 
New York, or to the district within the

Such an accident as 
the breaking of a wharf 
Rarely in the Niagara River is 
@ reminder of the readi- 

Betray ed. iness, somewhat surpris- 
ing when one,remembers how often. it 
proves unjustified, of people to take for 
gtanted that, other people are efficient 
and faithful in performing the tasks they 
have undertaken. 

It is evident that this wharf was either 
ill-built or that it had been allowed so 
to deteriorate with the passage of time 
as to be no longer capable of supporting 
the weights likely to be imposed on it. 
This either the managers of the steam- 
boat line or those of the resort to which 
amusement seekers were invited ought to 
have known, and their patrons confident- 
ly risked their lives—and, as it turned 
out, lost them—on the assumption that 
access to the structure would have been 
denied had reason to doubt its safety ex- 
isted. 

We all make assumptions of exactly 
the same sort daily, and many times a 
day, with regard to bridges, elevators, 
transportation facilities of every kind, 
a8 well as concerning every building we 
enter and the competency of the police 
to protect ug from the attacks of the 
criminal classes, There is a -legend— 
originated and perpetuated, perhaps, by 
circus press agents, for it certginly is 
not true—that the elephant never crosses 
a —* without applying to it some 
mysterfous tests of its own. Human 
beings, however,’ are not so cautious. 
When danger is not fairly obvious we 
have the faith to believe that there i 
none, and we go ahead with little or no 
regard to possibilities. Those of us in 
whom this trust is slightly weak speediiy 
acquire a reputation for queerhess and 
are considered, not prudent, but cowards. 

It hes to be so, Life on any other 
terms would be almost impossible, and 
though, as every issue of every news- 
paper shows, not all guardians of the 
public safety do their full duty, the num- 
ber of thelr derelictions, though large 
when collected from over wide areas, are 
in truth so few as to be negligible when 
compared with the total number of times 
when we trust them and are not deceived. 
Somebody was criminally negligent at 
Grand Island, and presumably the Cana- 
dian authorities will get after him 
promptly, but nevertheless it is unneces- 
sary for us to refuse to walk out on any 
wharf until after we have personally 
calculated the amount of strain it can 
successfully endure.

Our own present opin- 
fon—open, of course, to correction—is that 
nobody should approve of it. 

That the public schools are in need of 
improvement, and many of them in des- 
perate need of it, is true. This is suf- 
ficient explanation of the fact that the 
Researchers had no difficulty in getting 
letters from many public school Superin- 
tendents, telling of the many fine things 
they could do if only somebody would 
provide the money—of the. better build- 
ings they would erect, of the new classes 
they would establish for this or that 
sort of children, of the important sub- 
jects, now negiected, they would teach, 
of the modern equipment they would 
buy, of the playing fields they . would 
open. 

It is creditable to the Superintendents 
that they want to keep up with the 
times, but their present difficulties in 
persuading the taxpayer to increase his 
contribution for school expenses are as 
nothing to what they would be were he 
to discover by experience that if he 
doesn’t pay for what is needed somebody 
else will. The reply of the bureau to this 
argument is that it attacks the discre- 
tion of the givers rather than the merit 
of , but in telling of what they 
do with private money if it came 
to them the Superintendents in many 
cases included the primary requisites for 
successful public education and apparent- 
ly drew no line at all between what the 
towns should do and what individual 
generosity should provide. 

Good c can probably do most for 
the public schools, not by giving them 
money. «ind so pauperizing their neigh- 
bors, but by taking a personal interest 
in these institutions—by sending their own 
chiléren to them and seeing to it that 
they are properly and ge taught.

BRONX’S DESIRES MODEST. 


Anyhow, President Miller Says, Bor- 
ough Got Little Transit Money, 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The second skirmish in the merry war 
over the Bronx and its methods appears in 
Tus Timms of June 21, entitled, ‘‘ Bronx- 
jan Logic Ie Weak.’’ It does not require 
much argument to show that village 
ideals and customs muét give way to the 
borough needs when the villages are 
united in a borough. The unit of govern- 
ment adopted by the charter is the bor- 
ough, and it is that ynit which we are 
entitled to develop for our government. 
Its functions apply alike to all residents 
of the borough, while those of the village 
do not. 

I knew there was some reason. for the 
slap at the Bronx, which is not the first 
from the same source, and it-seems to be 
disclosed in the closing sentences of the 
article: 


The only boroughism te which we object is 
the exaggerated kind that would sacrifice 
large to emell interests. The Bronx has 
lustrated that variety time and again, es- 
pecially in ite clamor for transportation facil- 
ities and its indisposition to remember the 
existence of like needs in other parts of the 
city. 

Prithee, why’ so — The Bronx 
has not shown a disposition to clamor for 
rapid transit to the exclusion of other 
boroughs. The record of. the officials of 
the Bronx shows that they have been 
fair with other boroughs, and the many 
friends of the Bronx in those boroughs 
show that the Bronx is known there and 
liked. 

The entire cost of the rapid transit now 
proposed for the Bronx and paid for by 
the city is $24,132,750, which is an amount 
not as large as that for the single item of 
the Fourth Avenue tunel of Brooklyn 
and the Centre Street loop, which wu 
cost $28,486,000. Besides this, the city 
will spend for rapid transit in Brooklyn 
and in Queens $70,869,600, This does not 
include $100,000,000 for bridges over the 
East River. The part in Queens is in- 
expensive because it is elevated, ag it is 
in the Bronx. 

We are satisfied with elevated: struct- 
ures in the Bronx, while other boroughs 
clamor for subways. It is right that Man- 
hattan should have any transit facilities 
it needs, as it pays over 70 per cent. of ths 
taxes. Other boroughs have been sup- 
ported in part by Manhattan since con- 
solidation. To this it may be answered 
that, while they get ald from Manhattan 
they do business in Manhattan and help 
‘to maintain the high real estate values 
which make Manhattan's taxes possibie. 
We have no jealousies of the development 
of other boroughs. We rejoice in their 
prosperity, and if at times we are guilty 
of @ gentle insistence upon our own 
rights, it may be because tn the past 
there has been a disposition on the part 
of some of the boroughs to forget that 
the Bronx was alive.

Se far as diseussion of politics figured 
in-the comment of the financial district 
Yesterday it was largely confined to ex- 
pression of the hope that the Democratic 
Party*in its convention this week would 
name a candidate for the Presidency of 
such calibre “as to justify the -business 
men Of the country in going ahead with- 
out having to’ give too much thought, to 
the outcome of next November's election. 
So..far as the over-Sunday news from 
Chicago was concerned, it was scarecly a 
market factor, inasmuch as.Mr. Taft's 
nomination before the close of the week 
had come to be. regarded as certain. 
The naming’ of. Mr. ‘Roosevelt: by bolting 
members ofthe Chicago convention as a 
preliminary to the organization of a third 
Roosevelt's leadership 
‘algo lacked any element of surprise, part- 
ly because this step had been partially 
foreshadowed, but also because the finan- 
cial community is weariéd of feeling sur- 
prised. at any step which Mr. Roosevelt 
takes. In other directions than politics 
Wall Street found several matters of in- 
terest. Wider appreciation of the im- 
portance ‘which may attach to the situa- 
tion confronting the anthracite roads 
because of the reduction in coal-rates on 
the Lackawanna ordered by the Inter 
State Commerce Commission found re- 
flection in declines in several of the stocks 
of this group: Some of the copper stocks 
declined sharply on the news of a some- 
what violent breakin the price of cop- 
[per metal tn London, accompanied by a& 
fall in. the quotation for copper shares. 
The weakness in these two quarters in- 
fluenced adversely the general list, and 
the great majority of stocks quoted 
shared to some extent in the decline, 
After dn active first hour the market 
became dull, and remained so for the rest 
of the day, recovering partly from the 
early. declines, 

The engagement of $2,000,000. gold. for 
export to Paris marked possibly the be- 
ginning of another movement similar to 
that which occurred during the. Spring, 
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Exchange rates are not at a level justi- 
fying an export movement unless stimu- 
lated by inducements offered by the 
foreign markets. It was generally as- 
sumed, therefore, that such inducements 
have beer offered in this case and that 
the amount of gold which will bé taken 
depends directly upom the extent to which 
European purchasers of the gold may de- 
sire to go to draw the metal from. this 
market, Advances made in Paris against 
this gold to arrive would make it avail- 
able for use. before the close of the half 
year, but the movement was probably 
based’on other factors than the prepara- 
tion for the July settlements, In respect 
to these the point of chief interest is Ber- 
lin, whose, position, it would appear, is 
less uncomfortable than it was thought 
likely to be at ‘this time. Rates af high 
as 5% per cent. have been offered our 
bankers for loans to the German market, 
but.this is by no means @n unusual rate 
in Berlin forthe end of June, and, more- 
over, it is not regarded here as particular+ 
ly attractive because of the risk of ex- 
changing attaching to such. loans.

Mounting Ratiroad Expenses. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
has published its summary of railroad 
earnings for the month of March It 
helps to emphasize the fact that what- 
ever gross earnings may do, operating 
expense and taxés go up In its totals 
the commission deals in hundreds of mill- 
fons, but comparisons are little casier to 
grasp in the per mile of road figures 
which the commission also supplies. In 
March the railroads earned $43.60 a mile 
more than in that. month in 1811, and 
spent $45.46 more to handle traffic. There 
is a logs of $1.86-@ mile net revenue, and 
out of this reduced return the rafiroads 
had to pay $341 a mile more in taxes. 
Thus, though they handled $43.60 more 
business, they had $5.77 less a mile with 
which to provide for fixed charges, divi- 
dends and improvements, 


Active Business on Papen , 

Dealers in commercial paper have been 
doing a very active business: lately, 
thanks to the large supply of the paper 
and a good demand for it. One influence 
which prompts somé institutions to make 
large purchases of commercial paper at 
this time ef the year is the fact that the 
discount is-entered as profits as. of thé 
date on which -the bill was bought, and 
this swells the profits of the purchasers 
of commercial: paper at the close of the 
half-year. While directly the larger sup- 
ply of paper points ta an Increase in‘ the 
trade demand for money, there is a col- 
lateral influence which is serving to in- 
crease the supply of paper in the hands 
of brokera,. This is the fact, that at rela-
